UNIQUE REMEDIES. 

Of nil th( acta on tiio stotuto book of Vnn 
couvBP Isl-ind the Real Eatuto Act is the 
ruo&t imperfect in ils provisions, and the most 
loosoly carried out. Il givos as p-<ucb trouble 

10 the Government as it doos to the holder of 
town lots ; it depreciates tho valao of pro- 
perty and encourages land owners to postpone 
the payment of their taxes until compelled 
bj the Sheriff. Tho only class of persons it) 
tho community it really benefits, or is likely 
to benefit, is the lawyora, who will reap in 
tho course of time a bounteous harvest of 
litigation, To remedy tho ovil tho most ef- 
fective way was to ropoal tho act altogether, 
and supply its plaoo with a municipal system 
of taxation, simple and equitable in its chur- 
aoter. Tho House has already adopted the 
former part of the schome, and the principle 
of tho listter part has been sustainod by the 
second rending of the general raanioipal bill. 
Tho remedy nin;s not at the past, but at the 
present nnd future. On Aloiiday Inst, how- 
ovor, a bill of a very diffjront description was 
introduced by Mr. Cochrane, and passed 
through its vnrious stages in odo day. Mr. 
Cochrane complained that the Government 
had not" carried out tho provisions of the 
Real Estate Act— that owners of landed 
proporty had been dealt with unjustly ; 
that proper notico had not been givon 
them in regard to the taxes duo on 
thoir real estate, in regard to tho property 
put up at auction by tho Sheriff, and in re- 
gard to the proporty sold for non-payment of 
taxes. Thera is no doubt Mr. Cochrane 
made out a very good case against tho Gov- 
ernment. Ho allowed olearly enough that 
they had neglected some of tho most im- 
portant stipulations of the Act. But two 
wrongs do not make a right, The fact that 
a law is bad and badly administered, scarcoly 
justifies a Legislative Assembly overriding 

011 law and ignoring all contracts. Mr. 
Coelirane'a bill is nothing less than an ex post 
facto measure — and it is saying little for the 
intelligence of the mombers of the Assembly 
who voted for it to announce that they 
sanotionod such an absurdity. 

There may bo some of our readers unac- 
quainted with the history of tho affuir, and 
for the information of such we will give the 
matter briefly. In April lust a number of lots 
were aold by tho Sheriff for taxes, which had 
been a very long time duo to tho Govern- 
ment — a muoh longer time, indeed, than the 
act allowed. Tba terms of purchaao were 
cash, with tho stipulation that should the 
owner of a lot or part of a lot sold refund to 
the purchasor, beforo tho expiration ol 
twelve months, the amount paid tho Sherifl 
with twenty per cent, added, the purchaser 
should relinquish hie claim to tho properly ; 
if, however, the money was not so paid, then 
the purchaser, at tho expiration of a year, 
was to recoive from tho Sheriff a title to the 
lot or part of a lot purchased. Now it is 
quilo oloar that under Buch an arrangement 
no person, in a couniry where money is worth 
from two to threo per cent, a month, would 
think of investing his cnpital in an auction 
Bale that would only return him twenty per 
oent. at tho end of tho year, ft was the 
chanoo that the property might not be ro- 
deomod beforo tho expiration of twolvo 
months that induced nearly every puichasei 
to buy. Under any circumstanco tho Gov- 
ernment mndo a deliberate contract will 
theso persona, which cannot be broken. The 
money with the twenty per cent, interebl 
was to be paid at Iho end of tho year, or the 
title deed was to be given. Mr. Oochrnne's 
bill, however, ignores tho contract altogether 
— it gives neithor the title nor tho money to 
tho purchaser, but compels him to wait an- 
other year, and offers bim an increased in 
tarest. As well might the huu. gentleman 
have brought in a bill to mnko tho purchasers 
pay doublo tho amount they woro required 
to pay at the timo of sale. If n solemn en 
gogement with the people, entered into pub 
licly by tho Government, is to bo overridden 
by an Act of tho Legislature, there is an 
end to all good faith in tho administrator 
of nfltiirs. On the very same principle conld 
thti Assembly to-morrow pass a bill repudi- 
ating our public indebtedness. No graver 
injustice would ho perpetrated in tho one 
easel in in tho other. It ia, however, not 
merely the injustice of tho thing that ia so 
censurable — it is the crushing blow that is 
aimed at the honor of the Govornment. II 
suoh a measure bocanio lnw, lots might he 
put up lor inle in vain ; for the Government 
would never moro be trusted. No man mnk 
ing a oontrnct of any kind with the authorities 
would feel himself safe. A general mistrust 
would indeed enter into every dealing with 
tho Government. 

The bill pasaod its second reading yester- 
day in the Council nftor a very stormy 
debate ; but wo percoive ita whole chnrncter 
ia to bo changed in Committco. The amend 
ments to bo proposed by the Colonial Sec- 
retary or Attorney General, authorising 
tho Treasurer to stand in the position of 
tho owners ol Iho property Bold, nnd rodoein 
tho loto before the expiration o' tho twelve 
months, get rid no doubt of the ohjoctionable 
and unconstitutional features of .Mr. 
Ooobrana'a measure, but they oxpono the 
Govern ment and tho Legislature to un- 
raonsured ridicule, and nro a tacit confession 
thnt tho Executive has acted very impru- 
dently in tho matter from beginning to end. 
We shall, refrain, however, from discussing 
the merits of tho Government scheme until 
iho amendments shall have bean introduced.

One 
of the boys, who carno from San Juun Island, 
was playing horses with the deceased, and 
driving him in tho vicinity ol the woll by 
holding the back of his coat. Tho jury hav- 
ing iuspeoted tho body and the well, which 
had a small opening at tho top just sufficient 
to admit the body, at the suggestion of tho 
magistrate returned an open verdict ol 
" fuund drowned," leaving it to tho police to 
institute further inquiry with a view to ascer- 
taining whether any foul play had been used. 
Tho jury coupled with the verdict a recom- 
mendation that tho polioo koep a watchful 
oyo upon persons who transgressed the law 
by leaving their wells exposed. On tho way 
to Beacon Hill there is a dangerous well 
left quite open, into which a littlo boy fell a 
short time ago and had a narrow escape of 

his life. 

A Fhigid Hold.— The Pacific Commercial 
Advertiser of Honolulu has tho following :— 
" On discharging tho cargo of tho bark A. 
A. Eldridge from Portland, tho temporaturo 
of her hold was lound to bo unusually cold, 
r.nd everything that came out of it appeared 
half frozen. On Tuesday'tha cause was dis- 
covered, for in breaking out the lumber it 
was found actually frozen together, so that n 
crowbar was necessary to separato the planks, 
tho ice around which was an inch or more 
thick. Several buckets loll of ico were se- 
cured by the staring natives, who enjoyed it 
with a little Irosh cider— all ditect from Ore- 
gon. It seems that tho Eldridgo loaded at 
Portland during a heavy snow-storm, and the 
planks were stowed away in her hold covered 
with snow and ico, which remained compaot 
till brought out into sunlight on the wharf 
hero. The apples, though over lorty days on 
board, were discharged in fine order, and not- 
withstanding the liberal supply were all 
taken wilh rapidity. Tho trade wilh Port- 
land is a valuable one, and if there was some 
way to avoid tho lengthy detentions almost 
always encountered in the Columbia river, 
waiting for cargo, etc., it would be more pro- 
fitable. The Eldridgo was detained there 
some two weeks, and similar detentions are 
not unusual. | Divert tho trade this way, 
whero coal and lumber are to be had in any 
quantity at short notice, with no dangerous 
bars to cross or river navigation to encoun- 
ter.— Ed.

San Francisco, April 1G. — At nbout n 
quarter past one this afternoon n terrible ex« 
plosion occurred iu tho Assay Ollico of G. 
W. Bell, on California street, adjoining Wells, 
Fargo & Co's. Captain Samuel Knight, 
Superintendent of Wells, Fargo it Co's. Ex- 
press, and G. W. Boll weio instantly killed. 
Several others whoso names are as yet un- 
known, were also killed. Many of the em- 
ploy ol Weils, Fargo & Co. wore more or 
less injured ; but it is thought none of them 
wore killed except Mr. Knight. Tho nuluro 
of the oxplosion is not yet known, bat it is 
supposed to havo been a barrel of nitro- 
glycerine oil, one of the most powcrlul ex- 
plosive chemicals known to modern science. 

The concussion was felt wilh terrible force 
throughout the entire city. Tin Assay 
Otfieo and a portion ol the Express Building 
were demolished. Window sashes and glass 
were shattered in buildings in ndjoining 
blccks. The most intense excitement exists 
throughout tho city, and a posse of policemen 
havo been stationed about tho Express Office 
to keep tho crowd back. It is supposed that 
somo workmen nro still buried beneath the 
ruius of tho Assay Oflioo, Tho bodies of 
two havo already boon rccovorod.

Kamloops Lake is etili frozen from end lo 
end. Mr. Tilley and myself walked over 
miles of it this morning on ice nearly ono 
foot thick, nnd I think thore is very little 
probability of its being opon (or two or 
three weeks yot. The river Iroin Kamloopa 
Lake to the Little Shnswap is open. Mr. 
Todd camo down tn-df>y and reports tho 
latter lake frozen, wilh tho probabilities ol 
its remaining so for somo time. The Big 
Shuswap is breaking up. Travelling is very 
good this lar, although considerable snow 
lies on somo purls of tlio road. Thero are 
quite a number on the way up — 200 have 
passed linre already. 

Fiour is selling hero for 25 cents. No 
bacon to be had at any prico. Boats leavo 
hero to-morrow for Seymour — freight S'b'O per 
ton, passage, £8, with 50 pounds ol baggage 
allowed;

A number 
are also on tho way from Yale, so there i3 
likely to bo plonty of provisions nt Seymour 
as soon as tho navigation is open, but miners 
would be under the necessity of taking a 
supply from thero on tho way in.

Tho lion, P. O'Reilly, Gold Commissioner 
for ihe Columbia District, arrived at Yale on 
Thursday last aud immediately proceeded 
on his journey to tho Columbia River via 
Savana's Ferry. Mr. O'Reilly will be as- 
sisted in his new district, which embraces 
Kootenay and Osoyoos, by Messrs. Caggin 
and HuyncH, Assistant Commissioners. 

Supplies for the Big Bend mines are being 
rapidly forwarded from Yale. Among tho 
cbiel forwarders are tho Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, Messrs. Oppenhoimer, Nelson & Co., 
and Mr. Barlow. Freight averages 7 cents 
per pouud to Savana's Ferry, 

Packets are asking 19 cents per pouud, 
olonr of road tolls, (or freighting goods to 
Williams Creek. But vory littlo is offering 
at that figure, as merchanis nre unwilling to 
giva more than 10 cents. 

The Yale toll receipts for the week ending 
l-Ith April amounted to 81,209 83. 

The road from Cache Creek to Savana's 
Ferry is now completed, and tho Chief (Join- 
missloner of Works passed through Yale on 
Thursday last lo inspect and tako it ovor, if 
approved. 

The Hudson Bay Company have mado a 
contraot with Mossrs. Dodgo k Co., who are 
about to transfer their teams and trains to 
this route, for Weighting 400,000 pounds of 
goods to tho Big Band mines. 

Tho waggon road Irom Yulo to tho Green 
Timber is said to be in lino order. Beyond 
that poiut lliera is considerable snow on the 
ground. The Hudson Bay Company aro 
about to establish depots for goods for tho 
Big Bend mines at Savana's Ferry aud 
Seymour.
